The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teach or suggest a plurality of 
particles containing a polyamide compound and having particle size of less than about 4 
microns wherein the particles are Independently formed from a film or coating In which 
the particles are Incorporated. The prior art references, namely the EP 733474 patent 
or the Okada patent (US 4,894,41 1 ) or Smith patent (US 5,407,985) teach multiple 
polyamide particles, some may comprise particles of particle size of less than about 4 
microns, but the particles are part of the components of a film in which the particles are 
Incorporated
